MOSCOW, Monday.—Reuter’s cor- 
respondent here says:—‘‘ German 
troops on the Middle Don are to- 
day in full retreat, as the two jaws 
of the Soviet pincers close in on 
Millerovo, the junction of the rail- 
ways to Rostov and Kharkov. 
Abandoning huge quantities of heavy 
equipment, the disorganised German 
forces are falling back before the 
Russian thrusts from the north-east 
and the encircling move from the 
east. They are apparently preparing 
to fall back on their base at 
Voroshilovgrad. After their Jight- 
ning advance which cut the 
Voronezh-Rostov railway above Mil- 
lerovo, the Russian forces have 
fanned out, capturing over ~ 100 
inhabited localities, including some 
towns; and the two Soviet armies, 
smashing forward north and south 
of Boguchar, are now in close con- 
tact. 


MORE AIRCRAFT 


“The Luftwaffe has flung in large 
fleets of bombers and fighters in a 
desperate attempt to halt the ad- 
vancing armies, but the Red Air 
Force is also strongly concentrated 
at this point, and has sufficient air- 
craft to put up a powerful ambrella 
over the land forces. Meanwhile, 
Von Hoth’s army of about 
200,000 men is being slowly 
pushed back from the Don elbow. 
Inside Stalingrad the Russians are 
advancing also, but at the rate of 
dozens of yards at a time. The 
Central front offensive appears to 
have slowed down for the time 
being, while the Russians consolidate 
their newly won positions.’’ 

LONDUN, Monday.—The German 
News Agency to-night, referring to 
the Central Don front, states :— 
‘* Using men and m&terials on a vast 
scale—especially tanks and heavy 
artillery—the enemy presses alter 
the withdrawing German and Italian 
divisions without being able to 
surround any considerable detach- 
ments. The enemy has thrown him- 
self in vain against the much 
shortened new line, and his losses 
are tremendous.’’—(Reuter,) 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE, 
MOSCOW, Monday. — To-night’s 
Soviet communiqué says: ‘‘ During 
December 21 our troops in the area 
of Stalingrad and on the Central 
front continued offensive engage- 
ments in the same directions as 
before. In the area of the middle 
Don our troops developed their 
offensive with success, and, pursuing 
the enemy retreating in dispbrder, 
advanced from 20 to 30 kilometres 
—from 12 to 18 miles. Our tregps

Desinn December 20 in the area of 
Stalingrad 39 enemy 
‘planes were destroyed. 
“In the factory area of Stalin- 
grad our ‘units destroyed or cap- 
tured 15 blockhouses and pillboxes. 
‘‘North-west of Stalingrad a 
counter-attack was beaten off, as a 
result of which about 300 enemy 
officers and men were killed.”

SECURITY 
PLAN IN 
EIRE 


By a Srupent or Economics. 


iú seems to be inevitable— 

the Government of Eire is to 
adopt plan of ‘‘social 
security ’’ on the general prin- 
ciples of the Beveridge report, it 
is none too soon to get rid of the 
idea that any such scheme can 
reduce the quantum of unemploy- 
ment. 

Not alone would any such plan 
exclude the provision of work, or 
wages, for a single unemployed man 
or woman; on the contrary, its 
effects would be to render the pro- 
vision of employment more impera- 
tive than ever. Failure to limit 
the number of those who may he 
eligible for employment could ofly 
have one of two consequences. 

Either it would throw intolerable 
burdens on the shoulders of the 
general taxpayer, or it would lead 
to the financial collapse of any plan 
that may be devised. 

To illustrate possible reactions of 
unemployment on the finance of such 
a plan as that outlined by Sir 
William Beveridge let us assume 
some arbitrary rates of contributions 
and benefits on substantially lower 
scales than his report proposes. 
Let us suppose that the wage-earner’s 
‘“‘all-in’’ contribution will be 2/6; 
the employer's 1/6, and the State's 
1/- weekly; and that the “all-in” 
benefits are fixed at £2 10/- weekly 
for each person while unemployed, 
Thus, over a period of twelve 
months, a sum of £13 per mc 
wage-earner would be paid into the 
‘social security ” fund, as against 
benefits of £130 to each unemployed 
contributor.

SIGNS OF 
LABOUR

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A Mysterious Meeting 


It would be just ‘as easy to 
exaggerate as it would be to 
under-estimate the significance of 
the latest, meeting between Herr 
Hitler and Monsieur Paul Laval, 
France, it must be remembered, is 
& conquered country. So long as 
the French fleet remained in being 
the Government had a ‘certain 
amount of bargaining power vis a 
vis the Germaus, but now that 
most of the French ships have 
been scuttled, and that the whole 
of metropolitan France has bee: 
occupied, the French Government, 
in the nature of things, exists 
solely at the will and pleasure of 
the German Fuehrer, When, 
therefore, one rez 's that the head 
of the French Government has 
been in conference with ~ Herr 
Hitler at the latter’s head- 
quarters, it hardly is fair to 
assume that this meeting has 
any particular significance from 
the standpoint of international 
politics. Germany is in physical 
possession of all France. Monsieur 
Lavai is the head of the French 
Government; aud it is only 


natural that, from time to time, 


he should be called into personal 


conference with the Fuehrer. 


According to the official reports 
from German and French 
sources, ' certain regroupments ”’ 
were discussed, and the present 
position in continental Europe 


was ‘‘ ré-examined.’’ In addi- 


tion to Herr Hitler, Field- 
Marshal Goering and Herr 


von Ribbentrop were present at 


the conference; and the fifth 


member of the party was Count 


Ciano, Italy’s Foreign Minister. 


Long before the present war broke 


out—at the time of the civil warin 


Spain—it was an open secret that 


relations between France and 
Italy were severely strained. The 
Italian Government was quite 
frank about the matter. It laid 
public claim to ‘‘ Nice, Corsica, 
Savoy, and Tunis,” and when, 
on the eve of the French collapse 
in the summer of 1940, Italy 


declared war on the Republic, it 
Was assumed generally that Signor 


Mussolini’s aspirations would be 


realised. In the event, nothing 


happened. Evidently Marshal 


Pétain was able to persuade Herr 


Hitler and Signor Mussolini 
against the seizure of the dis- 


puted territories, and it was not 
until the occupation of all France 


by the Germans that Italian 
troops marched into Haute Savoie. 


At the moment, the question of 


Tunis does not arise. British and 
American forces have landed in 
North Africa, and heavy fighting 
is taking place for the possession 


of Tunis and Bizerta. The situa- 


tion has been complicated by the 


fact that Admiral Darlan, who 


went to Morocco and Algeria es 


a personal representative of 


Marshal Pétain, has called upon 


all Frenchmen in North Africa to 
receive the British and Americans 


as friends, rather than as enemies, 


and that a certain number of 


French soldiers actually are 
fighting with the Allies in Tunisia, 
In these circumstances, the rela- 


tions between France and Italy 


must have become unusually diffi- 
cult during the last month or so, 
and there can be small doubt that 
Monsieur Laval’s meeting with 
Count Ciano was calculated in 


some way to bring about a more 


friendly atmosphere. The exist- 
ing condition of affairs is satis- 


factory neither to France nor to 


Italy. The meeting at the 


Fuehrer’s headquarters may have 
been convened in order to remove 
some of the acerbities that exist 
between Vichy and Rome. In the 
absence of authoritative informa- 
tion, however, speculation would 
be futile. At the moment not the 
politicians, but the soldiers, are 
in charge of affairs; and they 
will have the last word. 


“British Restaurants” 
Our London Letter reports this 


morning that almost 1,800 ‘‘ com- 


munal feeding restaurants’ now 
are in operation throughout Great 


Britain. It is probable that 
our correspondent refers to the 


“British Restaurants,’’ which 


have been so remarkable, and 
so successful, a development of 
the last three years. Detailed in- 
formation about these restaurants 
is lacking. They differ greatly in 
size, in the quality and variety of 
the food which they provide, and 
in the price that they charge ; but, 
one and all, they are substantially 
cheaper than the average com- 


mercial restaurant. There is no 
reason why they should not be 


cheaper. They cater, upon the 


whole, for a larger cltentéle; to a 


large extent they are stafied— 


although here we speak under 


correction—by voluntary labour; 


and they do not pretend to offer 


the “choice” which would be 
offered by a commercial restaurant 


in the competitive market, Our 


London Correspondent narrates the 
prices prevailing at the latest of. 


these establishments, just opened 
at Spalding, in Lincolnshire. A 


full meal, he says, costs something 
like 1s. 3d. It consists of soup, at 


2d., a meat course, at 8d., a sweet, 


at 3d., tea, at 1d., and bread, at 
ld. He does not describe the 


meal; but something is known on 
this side of the Channel of the 
operation of these British 
restaurants, and all the evidence 


goes to show that they offer a sus- 
taining,- and by no means un- 
attractive, meal. More than once 
we have recommended a similar 


development in the twenty-six 


counties. We have no complaint 
against the Dublin restaurants— 
many of which, by the way, have 
improved enormously during 
i recent years—except that there 

are not enough of them, and that, 


reasonable as their prices may be, 


they are not reasonable enough for 


many thousands of people. Those 


thousands of people happen to be 
chief 


sgh a | fortunate, she lives at home’ but, 


in either event, she cannot: afford 
the jhalf-crown which is the mini- 
melt ee which she ms een a 


substantial mid-day. meal in a 
commercial restaurant. In ese 
days of over-Growded traffi¢ she 
is lucky if she can return to home 
or “digs” for dinner; the odds 


are that she contents herself. 


with the proverbial “ glass of 
milk and a bun’’—which is cer- 
tainly not enough for an adult, 
even if some members of the Cor- 
poration regard ‘it as ‘the perfect 
fare for a child. Surely there is 
a crying need in this city for 
something in the nature of these 
“British Restaurants.’’ The 
Goodwill company has done 


useful work, but that work haf 


not been made snfficiently well 
known, and there are not enough 
restaurants of the type that it 
operates. The need of inexpen- 
sive, “‘standardised’’ restaurants 
exists in every quarter of Dublin ; 
and we still” believe, despite much 
discouragement, that a chain of 
such establishments not merely 
would be a boon and a blessing 
to an important section of the 
public, but would make money.

- A Floating Empire 


A truly remarkable people live 
in “the land of the midnight 
sun” How often one has 
envied the experience of those 
fortunate people who came back 
from pleasure cruises to Norway’s 
land-locked fjords and forest-clad 
mountains with their tales of 
quiet beauty and delight! Yet 
how many Irishmen—even among 
those fortunates—are even re- 
motely familiar with the more 
serious facts of Norwegian life? 
How many are aware that Norway 
has a population only equal to 
that of the twenty-six counties? 
Who has taken the trouble to 


inquire how that population lives ; 


and thrives? Who realises that 
those three millions of Viking 


descendants possessed the largest | w 
oil tanker fleet in the world, with - 


the exception of those of Great 
Britain and the U.S.A.? Even 
more remarkable are the facts— 
recently published by the Nor- 
wegian Government Information 
Office—that Norway's 270 tankers, 
and another 2,500,000 tons of 
merchant ships, were built and 
operated without State subsidies 
or guarantees. Despite Govern- 
ment regulations which provided 
high standards of pay and 
accommodation for ships’ crews, 
the fleets not alone traded on a 
profitable commercial basis, but 
the services which they rendered 
to other countries enabled the 
Norwegian Government to balance 
its international trade accounts. 
Having led the world in the 
change-over from coal to oil- 
driven craft, Norwegian owners 
adopted, and stil maintain, 
standards of speed which enable 
their tankers to exceed the carry- 
ing power of ficets with higher 
tonnage capacities. All these 
advances were made despite the 
fact that Norway lost half of her 
total tonnage during the 1914- 
1918 World War. In 1940, with 
a fleet nearly half of which was 
less than ten years old, Nor- 


wegian owners transported forty, 


per cent. of British and Allied 
supplies of fuel oil When we 
contrast such a tale of romantic- 
ally. successful enterprise with 
the shipping resources of the 
twenty-six counties in 1939, we 
are driven to look for some ex- 
planation of our failure not 
merely to anticipate the possible 
consequences of war, but to 
realise the economic value of 
overseas transport in times of 
peace. Can it be that Irishmen 
have completely lost their taste 
for the sea—or has our failure 
been just one more evidence of 
lack of vision and trading enter- 
prise ?

APPRECIATION 


The whole Catholic world, and 
Poland in particular, mourned the 
death of a great son and patriot, the 
Very Rev. Count Whlodzimierz 


Ledochowski, Father-General of the 


Society of Jesus since 1915, who died 
in the Vatican City last Sunday- 
week, So said M. Xavier Zaleski, 
Polish Consul, at the Polish Con- 


sulate General in Dublin, in the 
course of an appreciation of the late 


Father-General, which was broadcast 
from Radio Eireann last night. 


Wlodzimierz Ledochowski was a 
Pole, he said, whose family had a 
distinguished record in the aflairs of 


their country. Having studied law 
at Cracow Cniv 

theology, and entered the Society of 
Jesus in 1889, and was ordained 
priest in 1894. He became Pro- 
vincial of the Jesuit Province of 


Polish Galicia in 1902. His years as 


Father-General were marked by the 


creation of the two Assistancies of 
the Slav provinces and of Soutn 
America, and by great progress of 


the mission fields, and the rehousing 


and extension of the Gregorian Um.- 
versity in Rome 


Dealing with Father Ledochowski’s 


personal attributes, the speaker re- 
ferred to his retiring disposition, and 
said that he was ‘“‘ easy to approach, 


talked readily himself, and had a 


most attractive smile... as well as 


a natural seuse of humour.’’ He 
hud always taken a keen interest in 


the affairs of his resurrected country, 
and some of his wise counsels were 
adopted by the Polish Government in 
the work of post-war reconstruction.
